“ Are  we  going  to  survive? 


And  how?  ”

The  title  is  from  Willie  Smith,  the  faculty  chairman  of 
the  Joint  Executive  Committee  (JEC).  This  was  the 
general  question  that  came  out  of  the  meeting  held  “to 
explain  the  Livingston  Governing  Body  and  the  Judicial 
Board.'  * 

Smith  began  with  a rundown  on  the  history  of  the 
Livingston  College  Governing  Body,  which  began  in  1969 
when  the  students  and  faculty  felt  that  a bicameral 
governing  unit  was  necessary  for  the  survivul  of  the 
college. 

How  it's  set  up 

The  student  chamber  is  composed  of  eight  members 
elected  by  the  student  body,  equally  representing  blacks, 
whites,  Puerto  Ricans  and  Orientals. 

The  faculty  chamber  is  also  composed  of  eight 
members  elected  by  the  faculty-at-large.  Each  chamber, 
in  turn,  elects  a member  to  become  the  speaker  of  that 
particular  chamber. 

The  Joint  Executive  Committee  is  a combination  of

the  student  and  faculty  chambers.  The  speakers  of  each 
chamber  alternately  preside  over  the  JEC  meetings. 

This  year,  Wayne  Johnson  is  the  speaker  of  the 
student  chamber,  and  Willie  Smith  is  the  faculty  speaker.

At  this  point,  Smith  noted  that  only  a few  members  of 
each  chamber  were  present.  To  be  exact,  only  two 
student  members  and  three  faculty  members  were  seen  at 
the  meeting.  WHY? 

The  chambers’  turnout  was  almost  as  poor  as  the 
students'  turnout.  Are  our  representatives  too 
representative  of  our  student  body? 

Problems 

Smith  stated  that  one  of  the  biggest  problems  of  last 
year  was  “making  the  government  operational."  Smith 
also  admitted  that  setting  up  a Judicial  Board  is  a 
problem  that  still  exists  today. 

The  discussion  on  the  Judicial  Board  changed  the  tone 
of  the  meeting.  From  then  on,  it  was  no  longer  a meeting 
merely  to  “explain  the  Livingston  Governing  Body  and 
the  Judicial  Board.’’ 

It  seemed  that  the  students  waited  patiently  for  this 
subject  to  bring  them  to  life.  Smith  was  cut  off  at  this

Gumbo  addresses  YIP 


After  the  usual  bomb  scare 
and  fifty-five  minute  wait  in  the 
chilled  night  air,  last  Tuesday's 
scheduled  speech  by  Judy 
Gumbo  and  Nancy  Rubin  to  the 
New  Brunswick  Yippies  began, 
but  without  Nancy  Rubin,  who 
was  absent  without  explanation. 
Judy  Gumbo  is  a young, 
personable,  forthright  example 
of  the  movement  which  some 
see  sweeping  the  U.  S.  A.,  if  not 
the  world.  Judy  and  the  two 
men  who  assisted  her  at  the 
sp  «ker’s  ta'.Ie  all  agreed  on 
their  commitment  to  communist 
principles: 

"We  have  to  create  a totally 
free  community  like  Lawrence. 
Kansas  . . We  have  to  get 
together,  both  to  survive  and  to 
make  an  offensive  against  the 
power  structure  . The  Panthers 
are  the  vanguard,  and  the  best 


way  we  can  help  them  is  to  get 
ourselves  together ...  I don't 
know  what  is  going  to  happen 
here.  I don’t  want  a communist 
state." 

Judy,  in  visiting  North 
Vietnam  this  year,  came  away 
with  some  definite  opinions 
about  the  situation  in 
Indo-China.  She  has  no  doubt 
that  the  Vietnamese  will  win, 
since  she  sees  the  whole 
Indo-Chinese  peninsula  fighting 
as  one:  Vietnamese,  Laotians, 
and  Cambodians.  As  an  example 
of  the  solidarity  of  the 
Vietnamese  people,  Judy  related 
an  aneetdote:  Ho  Chi  Minh 

would  not  close  his  eyes,  though 
he  lay  on  his  bed  dying,  until  his 
comrades,  who  stood  around  the 
bed  symbollically  linked  arms. 
Then  he  died. 

While  Judy  visited  Hanoi,  she 


viewed  Sihanouk.  PhamVan 
Dong,  and  General  Giap  walking 
the  streets  without  any 
bodyguards.  She  claims  no 
politician  in  the  United  States 
could  do  the  same,  perhaps 
because  "the  important  thing  for 
a revolutionary  is  to  be 
‘together’  " and  Judy  sees  the 
Indo-Chinese  peoples  in  one 
concerted  struggle  against  the 
U.S.  Their  common  cause  creats 
a tremendous  in  group  feeling. 

"Yippies  represent  a total 
integration  of  dope  and  acid 
with  politics.”  But  it  is  more 
encompassing  than  that 
definition  might  indicate.  Judy 
commented  to  a man  who 
seemed  to  agree  emotionally 
with  what  was  going  on:  “I’m 
not  saying  that  you  have  to  have

Toward  a better  registration 


The  problems  which  arose  during  Registration 
were  not  caused  by  "growing  pains"  as  Dean 
Lynton  would  have  us  believe,  but  rather  the 
result  of  near-sighted  and  inefficient  planning  on 
the  part  of  administrative  personnel. 

First  of  all,  incoming  students  were  at  a 
disadvantage  from  the  very  start.  Many  failed  to 
receive  essential  forms  in  the  mail  such  as 
pre-registration  sheets,  term  bills  or  medical 
quest  ion  niares.  This  created  a sense  of 
bewilderment  in  individuals  upon  their  arrival 
and  contributed  to  the  chaos  in  general.  The 
omission  of  important  papers  cannot  be  excused 
on  any  grounds  and  the  Admissions  and  Cashiers' 
departments  must  share  some  of  the  blame. 

Second,  it  was  sheer  lunacy  to  hold 
registration  in  a "hot  and  airless  hallway".  Why 
wasn’t  it  taken  into  consideration  that  there 
would  be  long  lines?  The  office  could  have 
established  temporary  quarters  in  the  Great  Hall. 

It  is  true  that  the  Registrar's  staff  worked 
hard,  but  why  weren't  additional  personnel 
assigned  in  view  of  the  crowds?  Whe  did  the 
burden  fall  on  so  few?  With  such  a small  staff  the 
office  was  shut  at  lunch  for  an  hour,  which  was 


annoying  and  disconcerting  to  people  who  had 
already  spent  two  hours  wailing. 

The  final  complaint  which  was  on  the  lips  of 
many  students  was  that  no  one  from  the 
Registrar’s  staff  was  outside  the  office  ready  to 
advise  newcomers  whether  standing  in  line  was 
necessary  or  not.  Due  to  this  negligence,  a 
number  of  students  were  forced  to  wait  only  to 
be  told  upon  reaching  the  office  that  they  would 
have  to  go  to  another  department  altogether. 

Perhaps  the  best  suggestion  for  simplifying  the 
entire  precedure  would  be  to  conduct 
registration  in  a mass  assembly  style  as  in  Rutgers 
College.  First  a large  area  would  be  secured. 
Efficient  administrative  personnel  would  man 
each  booth.  The  incoming  students  would 
proceed  along,  register  their  cars,  have  ID  photos 
taken,  and  meet  academic  advisors.  These 
advisors  should  have  all  of  the  latest  class  data  at 
their  immediate  disposal.  If  a student's 
pre-registration  course  selections  were  not 
available,  a complete  program  could  be  made  out 
on  the  spot.  If  this  suggestion  were  to  be 
implemented,  registration  could  prove  to  be  a 
less  harrowing  experience  than  many  students 
have  just  endured.

Keep  Livingston  Alive

existence  of  Livingston,  there 
have  been  many  incidents  which 
have  scarred  and  damaged  our 
reputation  both  in  the  eyes  of 
the  surrounding  municipalities 
and  those  of  the  state.  Incidents 
such  as  vandalism,  theft,  and 
drug  abuse,  have  left  legislators 
and  police  with  a very  negative 
impression  of  what  could  very 
, wi(j  ho  tho  finest  institution  this 
state,  as  well  as  this  country,  has 
ever  seen. 

The  township  of  Piscatoway, 
in  which  we  happen  to  be 


situated,  has  been  desperately 
trying  to  condemn  this  school  as 
a "public  hazard”,  and  I 
sometimes  tend  to  see  exactly 
how  they  have  come  to  this 
conclusion.  Care  have  been 
vandalized  so  much  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  keep  your  car 
in  your  room,  although  many 
will  contend  that  there  isn’t  very 
much  difference  in  the 
vulnerability  of  one’s  room  and 
the  parking  lot. 

The  theft  on  this  campus  has 
been  beyond  words— and  this  is 
serious.  Who  exactly  is 
perprating  the  thievery  is  not 


known,  at  least  not  to  my 
knowledge,  but  it  has  got  to 
stop.  Students  will  not  tolerate 
it  and  police,  again,  will  have  a 
reason  to  get  on  this  campus. 
Although  it  may  sound  cliche’ic 
to  say  "unite”,  it  must  be  done. 
Black,  White,  Puerto  Rican, 
Mexican  - American, 
Hebraic, -everyone  in  this 
“mixing  bowl”,  must  unite  and 
keep  this  school  alive.  We  are  all 
trying  to  change  this  system  in 
more  ways  than  one,  and  we  fail 
if  we  don’t  keep  Livingston 
Alive.

To  All  Livingston  Students, 

I am  sorry  that  one  of  your  first  experiences  at  Livingston 
College  has  been  one  of  standing  in  long  lines— particularly  at 
registration.  Mrs.  Scott,  Dean  Garcia,  and  their  staff  made  a 
heroic  effort,  but  in  spite  of  that,  most  of  you  spent  many  hours 
in  a hot  and  airless  hallway,  waiting  to  be  registered. 

This  is  part  of  the  growing  pains  of  a new  College.  We  have 
almost  three  times  as  many  students  this  year  as  in  1969-70, 
including  more  than  1300  new  freshmen  and  transfer 
students— 200  more  than  we  expected.  Many  were  not  able  to 
pre-register  in  the  Spring.  In  addition,  with  more  than  fifty  new 
faculty  members,  a large  number  of  new  courses  and  other 
changes  were  instituted  during  recent  months. 

All  this  is  an  explanation,  not  an  excuse.  We  are  determined  to 
learn  from  our  past  experiences  and  to  improve  procedures  in 
time  for  the  Spring  semester  registration.  Your  written 
suggestions  would  be  most  welcome— please  send  them  to  me 
after  you  have  cooled  down,  but  before  forgetting  any 
constructive  ideas  you  may  have. 

I am  sure  that  during  the  months  to  come  you  will  discover 
that  on  the  whole  the  advantages  of  being  in  a new  and  young 
college  outweigh  the  disadvantages.

Any  Livingston  classroom, 
seminar  or  meeting  room,  and 
lecture  hall  may  be  scheduled 
for  open  or  closed  meetings  of  a 
Livingston  organization,  if  the 
space  has  not  been  already 
reserved  for  other  purposes. 
Requests  for  such  space  must  be 
made  in  advance  with  the 
Scheduling  Assistant,  Mr. 
Whitman  (Ext.2203).  Mr.  Blake 
is  available  to  assist  groups  in 
scheduling  programs  and  events, 
(Ext.  2461). 

All  college-wide  common 
spaces  such  as  the  Lounges, 
Game  Room,  Great  Hall,  and 
Student  Activities  Room  in  the 
Livingston  Academic  Building 
must  at  all  times  remain 
accessible  to  the  entire  College 
community.  This  means  that 
they  can  be  reserved  only  for 
special  events  (concerts,  dances, 
parents'  receptions,  etc.)  which 
are  open  to  everyone. 

The  Commuter  Area  is 
normally  designated  for  the  use 
of  Livingston  commuting 
students.  This  space  cannot  be 
used  for  other  purposes,  be  they 
open  or  closed,  unless  the 
Commuters'  Organization  has 
first  agreed  to  release  it  for  the 
necessary  time.

This  past  Saturday,  three 
students  from  Livingston  College 
were  forcibly  evicted  from  the 
Menlo  Park  Shopping  Mall  by 
the  mall’s  manager  and  his  hired 
goons.

Nobody  should  have  to  be 
subjected  to  such  totally 
inhumane  and  humiliating 
treatment,  whether  it  be  in 
private  or  public.  As  a result  of 
this  kind  of  action  on  the  part  of 
the  mall  management,  this 
column  can  make  but  only  one 
recommendation  and  that  is  to 
refuse  to  purchase  goods  at  such 
establishments.  In  effect,  a self- 
imposed  boycott.

point  by  students  questioning 
the  validity  of  the  board. 

The  first  barrage  of  responses 
questioned  the  procea  in  which 
the  board  evolved.  The  student* 
asked  how  the  board  came 
about,  who  picked  the  present 
members,  and  what  right  do 
these  people  have  to  adjudicate 
cases'* 

Melvin  Gary,  a member  of  the 
faculty  chamber,  explained  the 
board  came  about  as  a result  of 
the  Livingston  Administration 
granting  the  student  and  faculty 
chambers  the  power  to  draft  a 
constitution  and  formulate  a 
judicial  board. 

The  Ad  Hoc  committee  on 
judicial  procedures 
recommended  four  students  and 
four  faculty  members  to 
constitute  the  temporary 
Judicial  Board.  These 
recommendations  were  ratified 
by  both  students  and  faculty 
members.  This  answered  the 
questions,  but  did  not  satisfy  the 
issues  at  hand. 

One  issue  seemed  to  be  the 
confrontation  between  direct 
and  indirect  representation.  A 
question  that  points  this  out 
distinctly  is,  "Why  did  the 
original  people  on  the 
constitutional  staff  get 
transferred  to  the  Judicial  Board 
without  the  students  having  any 
say  in  the  matter?" 

One  freshman  felt  that  she 
was  not  represented  because  she 
did  not  have  the  opportunity  to 
vote  for  the  representatives  who 
formulated  the  policies  by  which 
she  must  abide. 

Another  viewpoint  was 
expressed  by  N ilda 
Cedeno:  "The  elections  were 
direct  and  representative .... 
from  each  of  the  four  groups. 
White  students  were  seperated  at 
that  time  and  couldn’t  get 
together;  there  were  hippies.

was  non-existent?  Smith  spoke 
about  general  procedures,  while 
the  students  insisted  on  rapping 
about  specifics,  indirectly  Nash. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the 
meeting,  the  general  concensus 
was  that  nothing  really  was 
happening  at  the  Beck  Hall 
auditorium.  It  was  happening  at 
the  LIA,  where  the  Judicial 
Board  was  meeting  on  the  Billy 
Nash  case. 
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was  the  optimism  of  Dean 
Ernest  Lynton.  who 
commented.  “It  a difficult  to 
move  against  tension  on  campus 
without  a pidicial  committee.  So 
you  now  have  a dilemma  of 
safeguarding  the  nghu  of 
individuals  against  keeping  some 
sense  of  the  law." 

‘I  am  confident  that  the  two 
sides  of  the  dilemma  can  be 
unified.’

Personalized  attack 


During  the  ardent  questioning 
of  the  Judicial  Board,  the  name 
of  Billy  Nash  arose  frequently. 
One  could  begin  to  wonder 
whether  this  was  a meeting  "to 
explain  the  Livingston  governing 
body  and  the  Judicial  Board,  “or 
a meeting  to  defend  Billy  Nash. 

Would  all  this  interest  have 
evolved  if  the  Billy  Nash  case 
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
